tate upon the face of the Earth, no not the 
moſt Ambitious, who in the ſecret Prayers 
thathe puts up to Heaven, dares preſume 
to Petition for ſo much Glory, for ſo much 
Proſperity as Heaven has freely granted 
this Prince: When they ſhall write that his 
Conduct is Miſtreſs of Events, that For- 
tune dares not contradi& his Deligns : 
When they ſhall paint him art the Head of 
his Armies, marching with Gigantick 
Strides, over great Rivers and the higheſt 
Mountains ; thund'ring down Ramparts, 
rending hard Rocks, and tearing into ten 
thouſand pieces every thing that reſiſts his 
impetuous Shock : Theſe expreſſions will

Peers, to open to you the Matter of 
this Conference ; which 15a Task I could 
wiſh their Lordſhips had been pleaſed to 
ay upon Any-body elſe, both tor their 
own {gkes and mine : Having abſerved, 
n that little Experience I have made in 
the World, there can be nothing of grea- 
ter Difficulty, than to Unite Men in 
their Opinions, whole Intereſts ſeem to 
diſagree. : 


This, Gentlemen, I fear 1s at preſent 
our Caſe; but yet I hope, when we have 
a little better conſidered of it, we {hall 
find, that a greater Intereſt does oblige 
us at this time, rather to joyn in the Pre- 
ſervation of both our Priviledges, than 
todiffter about the Violation of either, 


We acknowledge it is our Intereſt to 


defend the Right of the Commons 3; for « 
G 2 fhonvkd 
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{hould we ſuffer them to be OPNeit, if 
would not be long before it might come 
to be our own Cale : And I humbly con. 
ceive it willallo appcar to be the Interel] 
of the Commons, to uphoid the Privi- 
ledge of the Lords; that ly we may be 
in a Condition to {tand by and ſupport 
them. 


All that their Lordſhips delire of you
